. Deserved Tribute to the Life and 


Character of a Former Decatur 


Teacher. 


From Friday's Dally. 


In our issue of yesterday there appeared 


an announcement of tbe sudden death, at 
Normal, Illinois, of Miss Mary A. Fuller, 
who was a valued teacher in tbe second 
ward school of this city for six years— 
rom 1864 to 1870. She wai well known 
o a large number of our readers. Ia tbe 
iloomington Pantograph of the 17th inst. 
ppeared tbe following additional partic- 
ulars of her death:

Alias Fuller had been quite feebie for 


some lime past, bul on Huoday evening 
see wus able to attend cburcb. Yesterday 
morning al breakfast time she fainted, bul 
n a few moments came to consciousness. 
Tben a terrible pain came to her bead, 
spasms followed with general prostration, 
and when the doctor arrived he pronounc- 
ed her malady to bo congestion of tbe 
iram. Al tbree in the afternoon she died, 
surrounded by her afflicted friends, tban 
wbom none could be more devoted. 


Miss Fuller came to Normal from Taze- 


well county, where, we believe, she was 
born, and entered tbe Normal School, 
rom wbicb she graduated in 1868. Her 
.ecord as a student was one of tbe best 
ever made in Ihe institution, and she 
eraduuted wuh high honors both as a 
nebular and a teacher. In school, as in 
all situations of her life, she was an in- 
domitable worker, who»e ambitious spirit 
led her to tasks fur beyond her physical 
strength. After leaving school she taugbt 
for years in Deeatur, then in Tazewell 
county, her old borne, and next at Mag-

Tbe inaugural procession of Franklin 


Pierce moved through a enow storm, 
but despite the unfavorable weather, 
tbe ceremonies were witnessed by a 
very large crowd of people. 


Buchanan, the last democratic Presi- 


dent, was inaugurated in 1857 amid 
tireal rejoicing ol' men like Captain 
Rynders and tbe Empire club of New 
York city. Tbe President rode down 
the avenue, which bad been elaborately 
decorated for the occasion, his gray, 
flabby, putty like face smiling above a 
wilderness of white neck cloib. 


Four years afterward tbe same scene 


which then occurred was changed to 
one ol' suppressed excitement almost 
indescribable. 
A few days before 


March 4, 1861, Abraham Lincoln, com 
ing trom Pennsylvania secretly and by 
night, bad literally been smuggled into 
the capital ot tbe nation whose people 
bad named him as their chief magis- 
trate. 
War was imminent, though but 


few men knew the danger, and the best 
friends of tbe man who was to be the 
martyr to his cause feared that his life 
might be eacn6ced even belore his 
great work was begun. It was during 
tbe early cbill of a dismal March morn- 
ing—most dismal in Washington—that 
President Lincoln was met secretly at 
the railroad station by his trusted 
friends, William H. Seward and Elihu 
B. Wasbbnrn. Together with these 
gentlemen be drove over the rough 
pavement ol the avenue quietly lo his 
hotel. 
For a time—indeed till the 


proper moment bad arrived—it was not 
known to halt a dozen persons that he 
bad entered the capital in safety. 
In 


lact, even when the 4th of March had 
arrived, (.here were those in Washington 
and out of it who professed to believe 
that ibe President elect had not reached 
the capital. 
Punctually at 11 o'clock 


on that day, however, the inauguration 
pruceheioo, with the tall, gaunt form 
and strong face of Abraham Lincoln, 
promioeut in (be place of honor, moved 
down the avenue toward the national 
state house. 
The sturdy Lieutenant- 


General Scott, 'hon at the head of our 
armivr}, had done all be could by careful 
assignment of tbe handful of men at, 
his command to preserve the peace and 
protect, tbe Prehident from molestation. 
Further protection, however, was doubt- 
less afforded by the presence in Wash- 
mton on that day of tens of thousands 
of strong-limbed men from the north 
and west who thronged about the Pres- 
idential party and intimated by their 
very presence to aoy with treasonable 
intent that the chief magistrate which 
was to be should go unharmed. 


From tbe treasury building to the 


capitol the avenue was black with peo- 
ple. Every window vras filled, and many 
of the house-tops were crowded. 


Tbe inaugural 
ceremonies proper 


were exceedingly impressive. Standing 
room was at a premium on the plaza on 
tbe east front. Tbe air was filled with 
rumors, and even then Lincoln gave 
evidence of the fact that he was the 
man for the hour. There was no fear 
in his voice as he stood there looking 
upon thousands of his fellow country- 
men. 
His brief inaugural address was 


delivered in a voice which had no 
shrinking, no trembling, nothing but 
bravery and honesty in it. 


After the inauguration, when the 


procession had disbanded at the White 
House, Mr. Lincoln quietly received 
the congratulations of bis friends, and 
in the evening he attended tbe inaugu- 
ral ball, at which there was also pres- 
ent bis great competitor, the sturdy 
Senator Douglas. At tbe second inaug- 
uration of the man who must ever be 
remembered as the signer of the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation, it ia memorable 
that negroes appeared iu the procession 
as citizens and soldiers of the United 
States. 
It was only too soon afterward 


that a great funeral procession moved 
over the avenue to mourn his foul as- 
sassination.

The Court of Appeals, Judge Hargis 


delivering the opinion, yesterday deci- 
ded an interesting betting case, brought 
from 
the Garrard Circuit Conrt. 
A 


horse was sold for $350, with tbe agree- 
ment that it was not to be paid for un- 
til Garfield was elected. 
It being in 


substance a bet upon the result of tbe 
election, and punishable as such, the 
Commonwealth indicted Hunter. 
The 


indictment was returned in 1880, and 
to make the indictment good, Garfield 
must have been voted for for President 
before it was returned. 
The attorneys 


for the defense claimed that tbe Presi- 
dent was not really elected until Con- 
gress counted the vote of the Electoral 
College, and that, President Hayes 
having been elected in 1877, the Court 
mast take cognizance of the tact that 
another election could not be held until 
1881. 
Appeal being taken, the Appel- 


late Court holds that tbe election of 
the President of the United States 
takes place on the first Wednesday of 
December in the year in which the 
Electors are appointed, and it may be 
truthfully alleged that James A. Gar- 
field wag voted for for that office in 
the year 1880. If the proceedings of 
the Electoral Commission show that a 
President was elected or appointed in 
1877 instead of 1876, it cannot affect 
this case, as those proeeediags are not 
authority in any Court. The decision 
of the lower Court waj therefore re- 
verted. 


Hew York Correspondence Indlanapoli* Journal 


"Why did Mr. Seward offer his resig- 


hatin during the War ?" I asked Thur 
low Weed. 


"To appease the Radicals," he said, 


"there never was a moment when he 
would have hesitated to do that for the 
sake of peace. But Secretary Chase 
met it by tendering his own resigna- 
tion to take effect the same time, and 
Mr. Lincoln declined to accept either 
of them. 
But there were worse dilem- 


mas than that in those gloomy days." 


I asked to what he alluded especial- 


ly, and he went on : 


'•We had a good many meetings in 


Washington to determine what to do to 
conciliate tbe Democrats. 
We were all 


worried in tbe fall of 1862,—in fact, 
distressed. 
I remembered saying to 


tbe President: 'If the War ia carried 
on by a divided North against a united 
South we are beaten.' 
He felt it too. 


He said, one day: 'If there is any 
man in the land who can push on tbe 
army one hour faeter or one mile fur- 
ther than I can, I will let him have my 
place.' 
Horatio Seymour bad carried 


New York, and it looked as if Thomas 
H. Seymour would carry Connecticut, 
in the face of the loyal people. 
We 


were much depressed. 
I thought, per- 


haps, that Mr. Seymour—Horatio— 
could help us." 


"You had confidence in him ?" 
"Yes, if be could be made to follow 


his better self. I knew him to be hon- 
eat, and incorruptible, and patriotic in 
action. He was possessed by some 
mischievous' political theories, but his 
practical action was generally all right. 
It was obvious that we should have a 
very hard pull of it if Seymour and 
Eaton continued to oppose us in Con- 
necticut, if Horatio Seymour's message 
should give comfcrt to tbe Rebels, if 
Vallandigham and Voorhees should 
continue to discourage enlistments in 
the West, and McClellan should sulk in 
his tent at Trenton. 


"It was in this state of things that 


Mi. Lincoln said one -day, 'If Horatio 
Seymour will issue.a strong war mes- 
sage, and will follow it up with corres- 
ponding action, I will get out of bis way 
and help to make him President in 
1864.' I faid that Seymour and I were 
old friends, and that I would at once 
communicate with him."

Harry Hunter, who 


through one effort, that of the Lone 
Fisherman in Evangeline, Rioe's musi- 
cal burlesque, achieved an exceptional 
prominence on tbe stage. He was not 
tbe original in the character, but after 
he assumed it, it became peculiarly his 
own property, and it is never likely to 
be the same feature of the burlesque it 
other hands. Mr. Hunter was a man 
somewhat over 30 years of age and bad 
received a thorough stage education, 
for many years supporting his father 
and mother who survive him 
He was 


very retiring in disposition, rather mod- 
est than otherwise, and outside of his 
generous and liberal proclivities, had 
no unusual 
personal characteristics. 


He was invariably popular with his as- 
sociates, and so far from being trouble- 
some to his managers, actually sacri- 
ficed himself, so far as advancement 
was concerned, for he repeatedly, »tMr. 
Rice's solicitations, gave up tbe idea of 
starring in comedy, and his unique 
character could not be assumed by any 
other with the same effect. 
His stage 


education was perfect. 
He was a su- 


perb dancer, fine acrobat, had quaint 
and original ideas of "business" while 
his humor was broad and infectious. In 
the peculiar and rare qualities of pan- 
tomime and facial expression he was a 
thorough adept, these qualities studied 
closely from the French school, being 
peculiarly the forte ol the "Lone Fish- 
erman," whose uniqueness consisted of 
his walking through tbe entire play, 
appearing in every scene without speak- 
ing a word or having any direct bear- 
ing upon it» action. For some years 
he had been connected with the Bos- 
ton theatres, and was a local favorite. 
It required but opportunity to bring 
out his real qualities and make that 
reputation national. 
Contrary to the 


general idea Mr. Hunter was one of the 
best general comedians on the stage, 
and his penchant for starring would 
undoubtedly have given him absolute 
eminence had it not been for his unsel- 
fishness in putting aside bia ambition 
for the interest of his manager. 
As it 


was his Birbartio in "The Corsair," was 
as rich a piece of absolute burlesque as 
ever wa's given on the stage, although 
comparatively few had seen it. 
During 


the engagement of the Rice company 
in this city a few weeks ago he carried 
the whole weight of a very dull comic 
opera,' Calino," upon his shoulders by 
making a great deal out of a very poor 
character. 
Mr. Rice is inconsolable 


over his loss and he might well be so. 
A peculiarity in regard to Hunter was 
the reputation he had acquired in re- 
gard to matrimonial ventures. 
During 


the seven or eight seasons he has ap- 
peared in Evangeline his name has been 
coupled with those of a number of la 
dies, notably Miss Venie Clancy who 
however, married another gentleman, 
recently and retired from ihe stage. It 
seems authentic, however, that he was 
engaged to Miss Louisa Searle, the 
charming and painstaking little actress 
who has taken the part of -'Gabriel" in 
"Evangeline" the past two seasons, and 
she is reported to have been terribly 
broken down over his decease, t 


He contracted a severe cold in Kan- 


sas City whioh developed into typhoid 
fever, and on arriving at Cincinnati was 
removed to the city hospital, where he 
died despite the kindest treatment. 


But a few weeks ago an article ap- 


peared in these columns regarding the 
extravaganza of "Evangelise" and the 
history of the little army of profess- 
ionals who have taken part in it. There 
is something to add in regard to tbe 
"Lone Fisherman." 
It was introduced 


in a dramatization of one of Cooper's 
sea novels produced at Niblos' Garden 
about 1872 or '73. The character, an 
insignificant one, bad a few speaking 
lines, but its unique nature took oue of 
those peculiar holds on popular fancy 
'that dramatists can not account for. It 
made a hit and was written into the then 
fresh success of "Evangeline" for the 
famous pantomimist James T. Maffity. 
He relinquishing it Hunter assumed it 
and it has been bis own peculiar prop- 
erty ever since.

The Experimental Tea Farm. 


SumnwrvUte (S. C.) Correspondence Charleston 
Newt. 


Mr. L. J. Barbot and bis corps of 


assistant engineers arrived here from 
Charleston this morning on the earl; 
train, and went out to Newington to 
make a survey of tbe experimental tea 
farm. 
The tract of land selected by 


Mr. J. Jackson, the tea expert, is part 
of what is known as the Newington 
lands, and lies about two miles and a 
half southwest of Summerville. It was 
torroally turned over to the'government 
by Maj. John C. Minott. representing 
H. A. Middleton, Esq., the lessor, on 
the 26th of last January. Since that 
time Mr. Jackson has employed a large 
number of hands, and has worked so 
continuously and vigorously that the 
nursery grounds are prepared lor tbe 
reception of the tea seed. The soil 
appropriated 
to tbe 
nursery 
Mr. 


Jackson pronounces to be of the richest 
and finest quality, comparing favorably 
with that of his private farm in Georgia, 
and of the government farms in Mis- 
sissippi and other southern states. The 
seed is expected to arrive to-day or to- 
morrow. 
It was shipped some time 


ago from Calcutta. 
The qualities 


chosen for this farm are the "Asam In- 
digenious," and an Indian "hybrid vari- 
ety." 
Tbe original cost of tbe seed 


was 125 rupees per mabu, or about $30 
per bushel. 
The first- shipment will be 


seventy-five bushels at a cost of about 
$2,000, exclusive of freight charges and 
incidental expenses. The whole farm 
will be photographed this week, and 
different views taken to show the loca- 
tion and progress of tbe work. These 
will be transmitted to Washington to 
tbe commissioner of agriculture and to 
our representatives, who are expected 
to push forward an additional appropri- 
ation by congress of 15,000 to 120,000 
to meet the estimated cost of the work. 
The design of i.be government 10 this 
matter will probably bo carried out fully 
and successfully. 
With a reasonable 


appropriation, the local advantages, and 
Mr. Jackson's life-long experience in 
this particular branch of business, there 
is nothing to prevent it.

Ox beet, when good and1 young, 


has a fine, open grain and a good, 
red color; the fat ia firm and white. 
The grain of cow beef is closer and 
tbe color darker. When the fat of 
beef is hard and skinny, and the lean 
of a deep red, it is very inferior. 
Old meat may be known by a line 
of horny textuie running through 
the meat of the ribs. 
The cuts 


known as chuck, brisket and round 
are tbe least desirable. 
Sirloin and 


middle ribs are the best for roasting. 


In choosing mutton, look for 


firmness and fineness of grain, good 
color and firm, white lat. Lamb 
should be fresh. 
The vein in the 


neck of lamb is blue when the meat 
is fresh, but turns green when kept 
too long. In buying hind-quarters, 
examine the kidney; there will be a 
slight smell if the meat is not as 
freeh as it should be. Veal is gen- 
erally preferred when the meat is 
delicately white, but it is better fla- 
vored and more juicy when the col- 
or ia a little deeper. To test vral 
look at the loin; if the kidney, which 
will be found on the under side of 
one end of the loin, is enveloped iti 
firm and white fat, the meat is cer- 
tainly recenjy killed > and, undoubt- 
edly .good. -The kidney1/always 
changes first, and then the meat is 
flabby and spotted, and the suet 
soft.

'The Curse of Dramatic Art. 


A London actor, writing to the 


Era, on'the "combination system," 
•which is becoming the curse of dra- 
matic art in America,'Say8: "Is it 
not time some marked protest was 
made against the damage done to 
dramatic art through' the 'present 
prevalence of traveling com pan'n s, 
and the decadence, if not extinction, 
of 'stock' business? Much vague 
talk is prevalent about 'schools' of 
dramatic arf^and so forth, but where 
at the present 'time, can any-yoffljg 
actor be'thoro.ughly grophdedgn4he 
elements of his profession? 
No one 


can deny that three months' stock 
business of one or two pieces a week 
is of greater value to a young actor 
—and indirectly, tfierefore, to his 
manager—than two years in a tour- 
ing company with a limited"reper- 
tory of three or four pieces. And 
of what material do these traveling

Decatur got another big dose of weath- 


er last night. 
We haye had several of 


them since Nov. 15tb last when the "cold 
snap" commenced. 
We have bad sleet, 


wind, rain, snow, slush, mud and a regu- 
lar north pole freeze-up. Last evening a 
drizzling rain began to fall, which turned 
into sleet after it struck the ground. By 
lamp lighting lime the sidewalks every- 
where were covered with ice, while the 
streets presented a slick appearance. It 
was next to impossible for people without 
overshoes or creepers on their feet to 
move about, and as a consequence tbe 
places of public resort were somewhat 
deserted. By eleven o'clock enough rain 
bad fallen to turn tbe sleet into disagree- 
able slush, but walking; was not so much 
of a task as it was three or four hours 
earlier. Soon after 12 o'clock tbe tem- 
perature became quite frigid, and the 
rain continuing to fall, there was a gener- 
al freeze up all over the city. This morn- 
ing the sight presented was both slriKing 
and beautiful. 
The trees were coated 


with ice to such an extent that numerous 
branches touched the ground, so great 
was tbe weight. Many of the weaker 
branches were broken off, and the smaller 
fruit trees in the city and country weie 
more or less damaged. One of tbe fine 
maples on Ex-Gov. Ogleeby's premises 
was ruined, and several trees in the park 
were broken or splintered in places. 
Icicles from two to eight inches in length 
are to be sten nearly everywhere to-day. 
The telegraph and telephone wires are 
weighted down with ice a half inch thick, 
and the poles are bending with the great 
strain thus put upon them. 
The pule in 


front of Leiby Bros.' bakery is an object 
of general observation. 
To keep it from 


breaking a prop was placed against it to- 
day. It will be supported in that manner 
until the ice falls from the wires when it 
will either be replaced by a new pole or 
be readjusted. 
The fire alarm wire be- 


tween the council chamber and the water 
works was broken in two places, and one 
of the poles was laid low. To-day Super- 
visor Shorb had a force of workmen 
plodding around putting the wire in shape 
aud opening water outlets. Several of the 
Western Union and telephone wires were 
also broken, and the old wires along the 
line of the Illinois Central railroad and 
other railways, were rendered tempora- 
rily useless. Business houses with inse- 
cure roofs were more or less damaged by 
water. The spouts became choked up 
with ice, and the water finding no outlet 
soaked or seeped through the crevices 
and dripped, dripped into the rooms 
below. 
The flood at "J. M. Btobkey

wag probably 


the most damaging. Considerable slock 
was dampened but to what amount 
baa not yet been estimated. Tbe water 
came through the rear portion of the 
room, and ruined 30 feet of Ihe ceiling. 
The front part of W. R. Abbott & Co's. 
jewelry store was also flooded and dam- 
age done to tbe ceiling and tools to,the 
amount of about $50. 
Goods belonging 


to Morehouse & Wells, on the upper 
floors, were also slightly damaged by 
water. At P. B. Provost * Son's furni- 
ture store there was a moist time but no 
damage of any consequence was observa- 
ble.
